Rephased traffic signals blamed for dramatic rise in figures 


CONCERNS OVER EAST 
LONDON ROAD SAFETY 



By Jenny Green 


THE number of pedestrians and 
cyclists injured on roads in East 
London has risen dramatically. 

According to figures from 
Transport for London, the number 
of injured cyclists has rocketed 57 
per cent in Barking and Dagenham. 

Similarly, pedestrian injuries have 
risen by 17 per cent in Barking and 
Dagenham and 10 per cent in 
Newham. 

Local London Assembly member, 
John Biggs, whose remit includes 
both boroughs, as well as Tower 
Hamlets and the City of London, 
called the figures ‘worrying’ and 
blamed the failing on new traffic 
signals. 

He said: “I am concerned this 
could be a trend. Mayor, Boris 
Johnson’s programme of rephasing 
hundreds of traffic signals could be 
leading to increased traffic speeds, 
making London less pedestrian and 
cyclist friendly. 

“My colleagues and I will be mon¬ 
itoring this, and ensuring that robust 
scrutiny of Transport for London’s 
Road Safety Plan, due to be pub¬ 
lished in the next few months, takes 
tangible action to tackle any prob¬ 
lems in East London and reverse 
this trend.” 


Cycling injuries has risen by six 
per cent in Newham since 2008, and 
a whopping 57 per cent in Barking 
and Dagenham. 

The Mayor of London’s office, 
however, defended road safety in the 
capital. 

They told the YA how the Mayor 
was investing in a wide range of 
improvements and safety schemes - 
and that rephased traffic lights actu¬ 
ally work in favour of pedestrians 


and road users. 

The spokesperson said: “A mas¬ 
sive amount of work is being done 
to improve safety on London’s roads 
and over the last decade, the number 
of deaths and serious injuries on the 
streets of London has fallen by 57 
per cent. 

“There is always more that can be 
done, especially around the safety of 
the increasing numbers of cyclists 
on our streets, and that is exactly 


why the Mayor funds a variety of 
road safety schemes across the cap¬ 
ital. 

“Around a thousand sets of traffic 
signals are being rephased every 
year to ensure their timings remain 
as efficient and as safe as possible 
for pedestrians, as well as other road 
users. 

“In many cases, the length of time 
pedestrians are given to cross the 
road is increased.” 


Building grant 

BARKING and Dagenham Council has 
won a grant of £18million to build more 
than 600 council homes. 

The money will be used to help fund 
the building of new housing on estates 
that have been earmarked for redevelop¬ 
ment. 

It is part of £1 .Sbillion, which is being 
distributed nationally by the Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA).

THE Metropolitan Police 
Service (MPS) has introduced 
a new phone number for non¬ 
emergency calls in London. 

Since the launch on Monday, 
the number - 101 - will now 
be available 24 hours a day and 
used to report crimes that have 
already happened, seek crime 
prevention advice or make the 
MPS aware of local policing 
issues. 

Latest figures reveal that less 
than a quarter of 999 calls 
require an emergency 
response, so 101 - which will 
replace the current 0300 num¬ 
ber - aims to ease pressure on 
the existing service. 

Residents should still dial 
999 for incidents that require 


an urgent, immediate response. 

Ian McPherson, assistant 
commissioner for territorial 
policing, said: “The introduc¬ 
tion of 101 is one of the 
biggest changes in the way 
people can contact the police 
since 999 was introduced in 
the 1940s. 

“Having just two phone num¬ 
bers makes calling the Met a 
lot easier and makes our ser¬ 
vices more accessible. 

“It is also expected to reduce 
the number of inappropriate 
999 calls the Met receives, 
enabling us to respond to gen¬ 
uine emergencies more effec¬ 
tively.” 

Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, welcomed the intro¬ 
duction of 101. 

He said: “This quick and

“By then I will be world cham¬ 
pion, and the fight will be even 
bigger. He was good to me, and 
I’ll keep my promise to him.” 

If it was a good night for 
Mitchell, it was a terrible night for 
his Dagenham counterpart, Nicky 
Cook. 

The 31-year-old was challeng¬ 
ing for Ricky Burns’ WBO super¬ 
featherweight title, but ended up 
being stretchered out of the ring 
after suffering an injury from the 
opening punch. 

Burns caught Cook to the body 
which left him complaining to a 
problem to his lower back. 

After trying to carry on. Cook’s 
comer threw in the towel after 93 
seconds. He was later diagnosed 
with a prolapsed disc. 

Promoter Frank Warren said: 
“Nicky was up to it physically - he 
passed all his medicals. 

He’s been training for the fight, 
he trained for his last fight. It’s a 
freak thing. I’ve never seen any¬ 
thing like it.”

MEDAL winning efforts from 
Ben Challenger, Anthony 
Oshodi and Kirsty MacKin- 
tosh helped Woodford Green 
Athletics Club with Essex 
Ladies at the England Track 
and Field Championships over 
the weekend. 

There were also other good 
placings in finals from Tara 
Bird, Jess Sparke and Hannah 
Frankson. 

The event at Bedford, which 
took place in very windy con¬ 
ditions and heavy rain show¬ 
ers, is in its second year, and 
two weeks before the major 
domestic competition of the 
season - the UK Champi¬ 
onships and World Champi¬ 
onship Trials. 

In the field events Wood¬ 
ford athletes stood out. The 
medals were led by Chal¬ 
lenger, a former 2.30m high 


jumper, now embarking on a 
serious comeback after plac¬ 
ing second as he equalled his 
season’s best of 2.1 Im. 

Oshodi, last year’s UK 
number one junior, placed 
third in the shot with 16.29m 
in his first year as a senior, 
while Mackintosh in the pole 
vault finished third with 
3.45m. 

In the women’s 400m, Bird 
improved her season’s best by 
0.8 secs, as she placed a good 
fourth with 54.20 secs. 

Also fourth was Sparke in a 
slow tactical 1500m where she 
recorded 4m 47.59 secs, hav¬ 
ing placed sixth the previous 
day in the 800m with 2m 10.26 
secs. 

The women’s triple jump 
was a high standard event with 
six athletes over 13m, Frank¬ 
son’s effort of 13.14m placed 
fifth, and behind her in eighth 
was Stephanie Aneto in a sea¬ 


son’s best of 12.52m. 

Another to place fifth was 
Stephanie Gaynor in the 100m 
hurdles where she recorded 
13.78 secs while in the men’s 
110m hurdles Dan Davis was 
sixth with 14.35 secs but per¬ 
haps a little disappointed after 
the 14.09 secs he recorded to 
qualify for the final. 

In the women’s long jump, 

Kim Murray was another to 
place sixth with 5.71m In the 
men’s discus, Tom Norman 
was a little below par, but was 
also sixth with 52.13m, ahead 
of Chris Linque, eighth with 
47.33m and Devon Douglas, 
ninth with 45.63m.
